Isaps  majors  1975  grid  season. 

following  an  impressive  8-1  regular  season  mark,  the  purple  and  white  were 
then  honored  by  being  invited  to  the  n.c.a.a.  division  iii  play-off 
competition. 

coach  harper  davis's  squad  journeyed  to  Colorado  where  they  edged  by  Col- 
orado college  in  an  exciting  28-21  quarterfinal  contest,  the  majors'  next  step 
was  to  meet  division  iii  powerhouse— wittenberg  university  in  ohio. 

it  was  a  great  honor  for  millsaps  to  compete  in  the  semifinals  of  the  national 
championship,  and  despite  their  55-22  loss  in  the  muds  of  ohio,  the  gridders 
came  back  to  a  school  which  was  very  proud  of  her  majors. 

senior  split  end  sonny  aldy  was  named  the  bes.t  offensive  lineman  for  the 
year  as  he  hauled  in  31  passes  for  681  yards  and  six  touchdowns,  teammate 
dees  hinton,  also  a  senior,  caught  53  aerials  for  1,006  yards  and  eight  touch- 
downs, and  received  the  best  offensive  back  of  the  year  award. 

junior  quarterback  ricky  haygood  won  the  most  valuable  player  award  as 
he  led  division  iii  in  total  offense  by  accumulating  2,176  yards  in  nine  games 
for  a  241.8  average,  haygood  also  ranked  seventh  in  passing  with  a  12.7  com- 
pletion average  and  passed  for  over  2,000  yards,  during  the  regular  season 
he  connected  on  114  of  221  passes  for  17  touchdowns,  with  only  six 
interceptions. 

defensively,  the  (9-2)  majors  were  ranked  at  the  top  in  the  final  division  iii 
statistics,  and  were  led  by  senior  linebacker  phillip  maples  who  was  named 
the  most  outstanding  lineman  by  his  teammates,  maples  led  the  defense 
with  78  solo  tackles,  41  assists  and  three  q.b.  sacs. 

senior  defensive  end  howard  smith  helped  the  majors  to  their  number  one 
spot  in  total  defense  with  10  q.b.  sacs,  and  was  named  the  best  defensive 
lineman.
